There have been a number of ribbon 
cuttings and sod turnings in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury over the past few 
years, but few have been as anticipated 
as the brief ceremony that took place 
outside St. John's Presbyterian Church 
on Sunday. 

It was the sod-turning forTheEldenof 
Bradford, a new, 152-umt retirement res¬ 
idence that will provide options for local 
seniors and hopefully stem the exodus 

Newmarket, Innisfil and Barrie to find 
accommodation geared toward seniors. 

The event marked a milestone on a 
journey that began 10 years ago, with 
the formation of a seniors accommo¬ 
dation committee at St. John’s Presby¬ 
terian Church, said Rev. Dr. Dan Scott. 
The committee members were a who’s- 
who of engaged residents, including 
then-mayor Frank Jonkman, Deputy 
Mayor Dennis Roughley, Bob Evans, 
Nancy Young, Edgar and Leila Lloyd, 
and many others. 

But for all of their interest, the com¬ 
mittee “got nowhere, for a variety of 
reasons,” Scott said. 

In 2015, the timing was Anally right. 
BWG council made seniors' accom¬ 
modation a top priority and provided 
financial incentives to encourage the 
development of housing geared to sen¬ 
iors - and Scott, through a chance meet¬ 
ing at a conference in British Columbia, 
connected with Bekerman Properties 
Inc., which was interested in opening 
retirement homes in Ontario. 

Bekerman Properties negotiated for 
the church's surplus land at Line 8 and 
10 Sideroad, entered a partnership with 
the church and cleared all hurdles to 
take advantage of the town's Seniors 
Accommodation Community Improve¬ 
ment Plan incentives, to the tune of $2.6 
million in waived development charges 
and other grants. 

On Sunday, Mayor Rob Keffer and 
Scott wielded the shovels to officially 
break ground, accompanied by mem¬ 


bers of council and representatives of 
Bekerman Properties, including presi¬ 
dent Dale Beasse and David McEach- 
em, the new director of operations for 
The Elden. 


Rather than tossing the dirt, they 
carefully placed the soil in a pot con¬ 
taining three rose bushes - one red, one 
white, one pink. 

McEachern explained the symbol- 

“unity” and the partnerships with the 
church, the town, local businesses and 
the community at large that underpin 
The Elden, and pink for “grace,” repre¬ 
senting the seniors themselves. 

“We have great respect for our seniors. 
The name, The Elden, reflects ‘elders,’ 
respectfully,” McEachern said, noting 
the new building will offer some level of 
assistance, but also all of the amenities 
to support an independent lifestyle. “We 
are independence facilitators. We'll do 
everything in our power to keep people 
active and involved in the community.” 
“This is a great day for Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, to finally get a sen¬ 
iors’ residence underway,” Keffer 
said, thanking the church for its work 
and recognizing “how important it 
was that we have a place for seniors.” 
“It has been a profoundly refreshing 
experience to deal with the town staff,” 
Bdasse said, calling the partnerships 
"spectacular,” and noting the town is just 
“at the cusp" of the demand for housing 
options by aging baby boomers. “It is like 
a tsunami, the size of the demand that is 


The Elden is expected to take up 
to 18 months to complete. Once fully 
occupied, it will provide up to 90 full- 
and part-time jobs over and above the 
employment during construction. 

MPP Julia Munro stressed the “value 
of retaining the sense of community, 
the fact that people can remain in the 
community where they have lived for 
40 or 50 years of their lives ... Today is 
a wonderful celebration of all of the the 
parts that have come together.”

Black Friday or Black Plague? 


S omehow, in recent years, 
the Black Plague has crossed 
the border and taken root. It 
started in border cities and seeped in¬ 
ward; large, urban centres soon wel¬ 
comed the insidious invader and its 
spread has been quick and prolific. 

We’re talking, of course, about Black 
Friday, that retail disease that appears 
to have started in Philadelphia in the 
early 1960s. 

Black Friday is the name given to the 
day after Thanksgiving in the United 
States - a day when retail stores open 
their doors early and host momentous 
sales to lure customers in and kick- 
start the Christmas season. 

It was just another domino that was 
toppled over in our spend-crazy, 
commercial world - another blow to 
family life and relaxation as citizens 
opted to shop rather than spend 
quality time with family and friends to 
consider the reasons they have to be 
thankful. 

It’s a fake “holiday” created, simply, 
to separate people from their money. 
In years gone by, many people from 
Ontario would flock to Buffalo and 
Detroit, book hotel rooms and show up 
hours before malls opened to take 
advantage of the sales and the relative 
value of the Canadian dollar compared 
to Uncle Sam’s greenback. 

Retailers took notice. Big-box stores 
north of the border decided to bring 
the phenomenon to the Great White 
North and, in recent years. Black 
Friday sales have grown in prominence 
and magnitude. 

So, what’s the big deal? It’s a question 
worth considering. You may decide it’s 
not a big deal; if so, carry on. But at 


least consider the phenomenon and its 
impact first. 

Black Friday has zero meaning in 
Canada in that it is not demarcated by 
Thanksgiving in this country. It’s just a 
cheap rip-off of an American retail 
scheme. And while there will undoubt¬ 
edly be some good deals, the whole 


- into the well-stocked stores, where 
we will be tempted to buy other things 
we don’t necessarily need. 

It’s a trend driven by big-box stores 

- giant corporations that take advan¬ 
tage of their buying power to offer a 
few selected items like televisions and 
computers and video games at sub¬ 
stantial discounts. The problem is 
two-fold: We live in a world where 
credit is given and not earned, allowing 
people to purchase things they can’t 
afford, likely don’t need and, thanks to 
high credit-card interest rates, will 
have trouble paying for. Secondly, the 
sales propel people to those big-box 
stores, often at the expense of the 
"local” shops and stores that drive the 
economy and support the community. 

Every time you make a decision to 
spend money, you are exercising your 
right. Think about it. You have an 
opportunity to support local business¬ 
es downtown, for example, that have 
their own version of Black Friday deals 
on offer. Why not, at the very least, 
look there first before you open your 
wallet? It’s those businesses that 
sponsor local hockey teams, support 
local charities and make donations to 
the organizations that help those in 
need - our neighbours, family mem¬ 
bers and friends. They are worthy of 
supporting.
